j down I mast refer to something that 
has taken place In the new farming dis¬ 
tricts during the laat year and eighteen 
months. J refer more particularly to 
Howe Bound district. Quite a number of 
lieople had gone in there, taken np land 
and made every endeavor to make 
homes for themselves. But owing to 
tjteir having -no road facilities n great 
many of these fiebple have left. 1 know 
of several families that have left 1 m*- 
runso they could uot get the produce 
.they raised to any market. The same 
state of affairs exists in other places. 
Mr. Kidd in concluding said that the 
government’s record was not a good one, 
in that money was -orrowed tor >he ex¬ 
press purpose of building road*, etc., nml 
nfterwanis used for other pnrpofn-s. Ho 
also recorded himself against the goy- 
emment’a policy of gfdling public lands 
and using the proceeds for carrying on 
the ordinary affairs of the province. 

Mr. Kennedy just got upon his feat 
in time to prevent the debate being shut 
off. He said lie had expected someone j 
to reply to Mr. Kidd but there seemed 
to l*e «* desire on the part of the gov- I 
eminent to allow the debate to drop af¬ 
ter one or two had spoken. lie then 
ervtkdxed the finance minister nml c<an¬ 
niented upon the glowing discrepancy iu 
the estimates ns shown by the public 
flceonuts. He ridiculed the idea that 
the provincial credit was good when tlie 
finance minister was forced to pledge 
the government not to borrow any mon* 
for three years before he could secure 
the last loan. He was glad to notice 
some sign of retrenchment iu the civil 
service but expressed the opinion that 
the knife should be applied to the min¬ 
isters* salaries and ii number of other 
extras cut off. In referring to the eulo¬ 
gy of the government by the Americans 
he said that wheu there was so much 
soft soap going around they were al¬ 
ways lmiking for support in the house 
for some of their private scheme*. “I 
have no doubt but that, that had u great 
deal to do with their sdmiration of the 
government aud, the laws of the coun¬ 
try.” He expressed the hope that the 
govern ment would establish n system of 
small holdingM which would be very 
beueficial in the vicinity of the cities. 
There was also the bill for the preserva¬ 
tion of the forests. The attorney-gen¬ 
eral had given notice of such a bill in 
the earlier part of the session but he 
had afterwards withdrawn the MIL He 
fins promised to bring lu the bill agnin, 
but if he intends to do so it should In¬ 
duce at once Mr. Kennedy also sold 
something should Ih* done to meet the 
petition of the ladies of Victoria hi eon. 
neetlon with dower. It was really ne¬ 
cessary in the province. There was al¬ 
so the prevention of the sab* of liquor 
after hours and the appointment of ma¬ 
trons in jails wherein women are con¬ 
fined: something should Ih> done l»y the 
government iu this connection. In re¬ 
ferring to Col. Baker's statement that 
Ihe policy of the government had been 
endorsed by the p«>oplo at the last gener. 
j a! election Mr. Kennedy said: **1 think 
I it was nn unfortunate thing to touch 
upon. If we c.iii believe what we hear 
now in the meetings* what is known ns 
the British Pacific was u very important 
factor in the return of this government 
to pawer. We know that formerly the 
Island of Vancouver used to send n 
strong otfiHisition <*<mtingest but at the 
Inst election this British Pacific matter 
was the mean* of giving them every 
seat m>on the Island. The government 
has nothing to Ih* proud of either in the 
las*, election, or in the matter of the 
distribution of seats. I am in hopes 
that before the end of this parliament 
there will be n redistribution of seats 
so as to give the rest of the province 
n fair show. The government must 
know their duty in the matter and 
should attend to it.” 

Mr. Adams—As the small gnns on the 
other side of the house are commencing 
to go off I think the small guns on this 
side should go off. lt mui, Ih* admitted 
that there could be nn improvement In 
the matter of exponditnre.
